On the matter of financing the 
governments of the cities of British 
Columbia, where single tax has been 
tried, Secretary Steele presents the 
following facts: 

“Under the charters and special 
municipal acts of the cities of Brit- 
ish Columbia, the city aldermen are 
| compelled to assess real estate, but it 
ts left to their discretion whether 
‘or not they shall levy and collect 
taxes upon the improvements. The 
Province of British Columbia, corres- 

ding to @ te of the United 

tes, has not tried single tax, but 
the municipalities within the province 
have. The city of Vancouver, the 
largest city in the province, having 
more than half of the population 
of the province, assessed and collect- 
ed taxes on 50 per cent of the as- 
seased valuation of improvements 
from 1896 to 19065, and 25 per cent 
from 1906 to 1910, and all improve- 
ments were exemp from taxation 
from 1911 to 1918, Which may then 
be termed the period of actual single 
tax in Vancouver. 

“During this period of actual sin- 
gle tax in oo, the assessed 
valuation of estate was 
raised from 18.006 000 in 1910, to 
$139,000,.000 1919. The tax levy 
Was raised from 20 milis to 24 milis 
The gross amount of all taxes levied 
for the year 1910 was $1,773,535.83. 
For the year 1918 the gross amount 
was $4,660.419.86. The total amount 
of taxes uncollected (arrears in 
taxes) in 1910 was $179,264.74. In 
1918 the were $5,456,453%.11. 
The population of Vancouver in 1911 
was 111,240. In 1918 the population 
was 109.250. All of these figures 
are taken from the 1918 annual re- 
port of the City Comptroller of Van-

“The delinquent tax in Vancouver 

@ so great in 1915 that the 
city could not pay its current run- 
ning expenses, and the City Council 
ordered an election for the purpowe 
of fesuing treasury certificates, 
— — to $833,000, against 50 per 
cent of the delinquent taxes, which 
in 1915 amounted to $4,993,296. An- 
other issue of treasury certificates 
amount to $1,674,000, was made 
against 1 per cent of the delin- 
uent taxes in 1916. In 1917 there 
as necessary an issue of $1,674,000. 
The 1916-16 notes were falling due 
this year, and there was no money in 
the treasury of Vancouver to pey 
them, so on Dec. 1, 1919, the city 
issued treasury notes to retire the 
balance of the three issues previous- 
ly made. 

“In 1918 the Aldermen of Van- 
couver were compelled to allow the 
of taxes on 25 per cent of the 
value of improvements on real 
estate. In 1919 they levied on 50 
per cent and thie year the same. In 
this way they succeetied in paying 
off $900,000 of the treasury certifi- 
cates of the 1919 issue. 

“The building permits in Van- 
couver in 1910 amounted to §$13,- 
180,356. By 1917 they had dropped 
under single tax to only $768,255 and 
im 1918 they were $1,440,384. 

“The city of South Vancouver, with 
30.000 inhabitants, stands out ae a 


will do. While the officials of Van- 
couver were appealing to Parlia- 
ment for help, South Vancouver went 
absolutely bankrupt. The Mayor 
and Aldermen were ousted by Parlia- 
ment and a receiver appointed. This 
was in 1918.

EFFECTS PERSIST. 

“Bouth Vancouver ig till in a 
ous condition as the result of si 
tax.

for South Vancouver, said 
special report for 1919: ‘One of 
the worst evils that municipality had 
te contend against was the single 
tax. With its abolishment, the mu- 
nicipality at opce began to pick up.’ 

“Mayor Gale of Vancouver stated 
to us that sincle tax is a failure in 
Vancouver, that the land alone could 
not bear the expenses of the mu- 
nicipal government and that there- 
fore the Aldermen had changed the 
system and nyw have put a tax on 
improvements based on an assess- 
ment ef 60 per cent of value, and 
that this is not sufficient, and he has 
called a meeting of all civic organ- 
izationa to devise some way to raise 
more revenue. 

“Hon. John Oliver, Premier of 
British Columbia, condemned the 
single-tax gysterm of the cities of the 
Province and gave us the confidential! 
report of his inspector of municipali- 
ties. This office was created by him 
because of the woeful financial condi- 
tion of the district of British Colum- 
bia, due to the operation of the single 
tax and its effect in the oities. The 
report shows that of the sixty-three 
cities in the Province, all but eight- 
een t the single tax.
